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Do Surgical Oncologists Achieve Lower Rates of Local-Regional Recurrence in Node Positive Breast Cancer 
Treated With Mastectomy Alone?

Despite all surgery being performed by surgical oncologists in this series, local-regional recurrence was similar to 

controls in two randomized controlled trials, which showed a local-regional recurrence and survival benefit of 
postmastectomy radiotherapy over surgery alone. This suggest that reported rates of local-regional recurrence 

without radiotherapy in these trials do not necessarily reflect inadequate surgery and that patients treated by 

surgical oncologists should not be excluded trom consideration for postmastectomy radiation in node positive 

breast cancer.

Two- and 3-day 

schedules of IL-2 administration were well tolerated and prevented the decrease of CD4 cells at postoperative 

days 7, 14, and 50, which conversely occurred in 22 disease-matched historical control patients who did not 

receive IL-2.

Multidrug Resistance Gene (MDR-1) Expression as a Useful Prognostic Factor in Patients With Human

The measurement of the MDR-1 MRNA levels of hepatocellular carcinoma and nontumorous liver tissue might be a 
useful prognostic independent factor after surgical resection in patients with hepatocellular carcinoma, as shown 
by multivariate regression analysis. 
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Bcl-X expression plays an important role in the progression of esophageal squamous cell carcinoma (ESCC).

Adjuvant Chemotherapy for Osteosarcoma May Not Increase Survival After Neoadjuvant Chemotherapy and 
Surgical Resection

The routine use of adjuvant (postoperative) chemotherapy may not increase survival in patients with osteosarcoma 
after a full course of neoadjuvant chemotherapy and surgical resection with wide margins. Patients who received 
adjuvant chemotherapy had a higher incidence of secondary malignancies than those who did not. 


Survival After Conservative (Palliative) Management of Pleural Malignant Mesothelioma

Patients with pleural malignant mesothelioma who are treated conservatively (supportive and palliative care) have 
a median survival of 7 months. Those with epithelial mesothelioma survive longer than patients with other 
histological subtypes. These data from conservatively treated patients can serve as baseline information for future 
studies of experimental treatments. 


Is Borrmann Type IV Gastric Carcinoma a Surgical Disease? An Old Problem Revisited With Reference to the

Even when there were no other signs of 
residual disease, a positive cytology result indicated poor prognosis equivalent to that of the patients treated with 
noncurative R2 resection.

Recurrence of Thymoma: Clinicopathological Features, Re-Operation, and Outcome

Re-operation for recurrent thymoma was not significantly effective for prolongation of postrecurrence survival. 
Our study showed that total resection for minimal pleural dissemination or small local recurrence will be 
undertaken to improve postrecurrent survival. Careful follow up for more than 10 years will increase the chance 
of the total resection of the recurrent thymoma. 


Resection Margin Status in Lumpectomy Specimens for Duct Carcinoma of the Breast: Correlation With Core 
Biopsy and Mammographic Findings

This study of 130 consecutive core needle biopsy specimens of the breast was conducted to correlate the status of 
ductal carcinoma in situ with mammographic changes and status of resection margins in the subsequent lumpectomy.

Oral adjuvant chemotherapy with doxifluridine (5'-DFUR) following radiotherapy prolonged the local effect of 
radiotherapy and significantly improved the survival for patients with unresectable localized pancreatic cancer, 
with 1-, 2-, and 3-year survival of 50, 40, and 30%, respectively. 


Cyclin D1 Overexpression as a Prognostic Factor in Patients With Esophageal Carcinoma

We immunohistochemically investigated the correlation between cyclin D1 overexpression and clinical 
characteristics in patients with esophageal carcinoma. Patients with cyclin D1 overexpression showed significantly 
poor overall survival, and cyclin D1 is an independent prognostic parameter.

The article analyzes the clinical features and the treatment results of 25 pediatric patients (age 8 days-187 months) 
affected by fibrosarcoma and registered in the studies of the Italian Cooperative Group on Soft Tissue Sarcomas. 
Initial complete excision was the treatment of choice and the only significant prognostic tactor, while the efficacy 
of neoadjuvant chemotherapy for inoperable tumors was uncertain. Patients younger than 2 years of age (with 
infantile fibrosarcoma) had a better prognosis than older patients (with adult form of fibrosarcoma). Most of these 
younger patients had a tumor on an extremity, which was completely excised at diagnosis.

Hepatic arterial chemotherapy (HAP) and selective internal radiation therapy (SIRT) are becoming front line 
treatments for patients with nonresectable liver cancer. We report our finding that these treatments can cause 
splenic enlargement, probably due to portal hypertension caused by radiation and chemical hepatitis. 


Preoperative Positivity of Serum Tumor Markers Is a Strong Predictor of Hematogenous Recurrence of 
Gastric Cancer

The influence of CEA, CA 19-9, and CA 72-4 preoperative derum levels on the incidence of recurrences after curative 
surgery for gastric cancer was evaluated in a longitudinal study including 167 patients. Multivariate analysis 

revealed that preoperative positivity of tumor markers is an independent predictor of hematogenous recurrences; 


on the contary, no correlation between marker positivity at the time of surgery and locoregional or peritoneal 
recurrences was found. 


Morphologic Analysis of Microvessels in Colorectal Tumors With Respect to the Formation of Liver Metastases

We studied the correlation between liver metastases and the diameters of microvessel limens in the tumor tissue 
of colorectal cancer.

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Expression of L-type Amino Acid Transporter 1 (LAT1) and 4F2 Heavy Chain (4F2hc) in Liver Tumor Lesions of 
Rat Models
